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The  \v(irk  uf  jnililisliin^'  a  liiyh  school  annual  lia>  been  a  matter  of 
gradual  development  in  this  school.  In  the  spring  of  1917  the  Senior  Class 
conceived  the  idea  of  issuing  a  paper  instead  of  writing  the  customary  grad- 
uation theses.  The  result  was  a  creditahle  four-])age  pa])er  known  as  the 
Senior  C)racle. 

This  was  so  satisfactory  that  the  fcillow  ing  graduating  class  published 
an  annual.  The  name  "( )racle'  was  retained  hut  the  form  was  changed  to  a 
fifty-eight  page  hook  of  allnim   shai>e. 

The  demand  for  this  type  of  pul.>lication  has  gradually  increased  so  that 
it  has  been  possible  each  year  to  make  certain  improvements  in  the  work. 

The  second,  third  and  fourth  \dlumes  continued  the  same  form,  but  .grad- 
ually increased  the  number  of  pages  to  sevent\-two.  Special  features  were 
added  and  more  illustrations  were  used. 

The  fifth  \()lume  was  changed  to  l)ook  form  antl  enlarged  to  ninety-six 
pages.  For  the  first  time  the  hook  was  made  t()  represent  the  lower  grades 
as  well  as  the  high  school. 

The  plan  of  having  the  annual  represent  the  entire  school  has  greatly 
increased  the  demand  for  the  work  so  that  this  year  it  is  possible  to  furnish 
for  the  same  price  a  still  more  expensi\e  book  containing  more  illustrations 
and  some  colored  plates. 

Although  the  task  of  making  an  annual  requires  lots  of  work  and  con- 
siderable expense,  each  class  seems  anxious  to  continue  it.  To  an  outsider 
the  book  may  seem  of  little  value;  but  to  the  i)U])ils  themselves,  it  is  a  worthy 
record  of  their  school  life.

A  short  program  was 
given,  followed  by  games  and  a  light  lunch.  Then  all  who  cared  to  dance 
•\\'ere  permitted  to  do  so.     Thus  a  \'er}-  pleasant  e\ening  was  enjo\ed  by  all. 

It  has  been  the  custom  of  the  class  since  entering  high  schocjl  to  hold 
an  annual  I^abor  Day  picnic.  Most  of  these  picnics  have  been  held  near 
A\'yandotte,  but  this  year  the  class  went  to  Dunbar  Park.  After  supper  the}' 
Avent  to  Frankfort  t(.i  attend  a  show. 

On  Hallowe'en,  a  Sophomore-Senior  party  \\'as  given  by  Herljert  ^Miller. 
On  this  occasion  a  ghost  admitted  the  guests  to  the  house,  \\hich  was  ap- 
propriately decorated  with  ciirn,  jack-o-lanterns,  etc.  After  all  had  arrived 
they  were  guessed  and  unmasked.  Games  \\ere  played,  fortunes  told,  re- 
freshments ser\  ed  and  a  good  time  enj(T}'ed.

How  can  a  man  li\e  anyway  with  taxes  so  iiiijh  r  It  takes  nearly  all 
the  crops  bring  to  pa\  the  taxes  and  ni\-  old  I'drd  will  cither  ha\e  to  ha\e 
a  lot  oi  repairs  or   1   will  ha\c  to  get  a  new  one. 

Xow  the}'  have  laws  so  that  you  can't  e\'eu  keep  your  own  kids  out 
of  school  to  hel]>  _\(iu  through  a  bns_\-  season.  1  kept  the  oldest  boy  out 
for  a  week  once  through  cmm  husking  and  they  sent  the  truant  (jflicer 
who  said  I'd  either  ha\  e  to  keep  the  boys  in  school  or  go  to  jail,  just  as  1 
pleased.  I  ordered  him  off  the  farm,  but  1  kept  the  boy.v  in  school  after 
that  and  whenever   1  wanteil  help    I   had  to  hire  a  hand. 

Then  another  thing,  thev  have  such  nice  pavements  in  town  that  1  like 
to  go  a  little  uncommon  fast.

Just  the  other  da_\  one  of  my  boys  shot  a  scpiirrel  out  of  season  and  got 
pinched.  Xow  when  I  was  young  we  killed  our  meat  whenever  we  wanted  it. 
It's  a  shame  I  tell  you." 

Grumbling  of  this  kind  became  so  general  that  we  were  not  surprised 
when  the  President  jjroclaimed  a  flav  of  freedom.  It  was  set  for  a  date 
along  in  the  fall.

Ever}"one  who  owed  the  storekeeper  a  grudge  was  Ijreaking  out  the 
glass  or  carrying  out  goods.  <  )ne  merchant  was  taking  a  sht)t  at  all  wdio  w  ere 
not  customers.  The  theaters  and  other  places  of  amusement  were  closed 
and  well  guarded. 

By  this  time  m}'  friend  was  on  his  feet  again  and  had  started  for  the 
sidewalk  when  he  was  narrowly  missed  liy  a  speeding  auto  which  killed  a 
man  and  a  little  boy  who  were  just  ahead  of  him.

He  looked  f(_ir  hi>  machine  and  found  that  snme  one  had  drixen  it  off 
the  bridge  into  the  rixer.  I  could  not  find  my  motorcycle  anywhere  so  \\e 
walked  home  together.  Un  the  way  we  passed  groups  nf  fighting  men  and 
any  number  of  them  \\ere  stretched  out  in  the  gutter.  Xuw  and  then  some 
one  got  shot.     Altogether  we  were  lucky  to  get  hmne  alive. 

A  sicker  man  than  my  friend  you  ne\er  saw  in  all  \'iiur  life.  He  had 
enough  and  I  have  ne\  er  since  heard  him  complain  of  unjust  laws. 

Now  whenever  we  think  that  some  law  is  unjust  or  ftenefits  some  special 
set  of  people,  let  us  stop  and  think  wdrat  this  countr_\-  would  be  without  laws. 
Every  law  that  we  ha\  e  has  a  good  reason  for  being  on  the  statute  books.

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Bible  Study 


Comparativeiy  fev\-  Indiana  school;  are  giving^  Eib'e  5"'--cv  -.-  credir. 
The  local  high  school  has  o5ered  such  ivork  for  the  las:  :hree  years.  :'r_e 
classes  being'  taught  by  the  local  ministers.  The  first  year  the  \vork  -.as  :n 
charge  of  Rev.  H.  E.  M're.  -h:  :s  also  the  teacher  this  year.  Last  year 
Rev.  George  "Wolf  was  :'-r  ::  -"r  :;-  r.  The  classes  meet  during  regular  re- 
citation periods  twice  each  week  and  study  tr.t  :  !r  :—  .'.:':rec  in  a  s  "i"  v.f 
recommended  by  the  State  Board  of  Educat:;n.  Th:s  year  the  work  is 
based  upon  the  Xew  Testament.  v\-hile  last  year  it  was  based  up-:.n  the  Old 
Testament.  Although  both  Testaments  may  be  smdied  the  san:e  year,  the 
plan  of  alternation  has  been  used  in  this  school.  Pupils  are  required  to  take 
a  state  examination  and  those  who  make  a  passing  grade  are  given  one 
credit  which  m.ay  be  counted  toward  graduari':'".  The  work  is  regularlv 
open  for  Juniors  and  Seniors  and  a  good  percentage  of  each  graduating 
class  has  profited  by  this  study.  The  interest  has  been  such  that  the  work 
promises  to  be  a  permanent  part  of  the  high  schcxjl  course. 

So  successful  has  been  Bible  Study  in  the  high  school  that  it  ha;  ':een 
considered  advisable  to  otter  a  graded  course  to  the  entire  school.  This 
school  has  such  a  course  this  j'ear  for  the  first  rime.  The  plan  was  worked  out 
by  the  local  minister;  curing  the  summer.  Xear  the  beginning  of  the  schoc>l 
year  of  1922-23.  representatives  from  each  church  met  and  organized  a  Coun- 
cil of  Religious  Education.  This  Council  is  composed  of  three  memfc'ers 
from  each  church,  the  tov\-nship  trustee,  and  the  superintendent  of  the  public 
schools.  At  present  Rev.  iloore  c:  :  be  ]  -rthodist  tb-.-:b  is  the  chainnan 
and  Rev.  Wolf  of  the  Reformed  churcb  :;  tne  secretar^.-treirtirer. 

The  purpose  of  th-is  council  v\-as  to  make  plans  for  the  teaching  of  the 
Bible  throughout  the  entire  school.  It  v/as  necessary."  to  secnre  teachers 
and  to  provide  material  suited  to  the  age;  of  the  di^erent  pupil;.  Teacher; 
for  the  fir;t  year  were  ;elected  a;  follov\-; :  Mi;;  Elgie  Thoma;.  Rc"om  I  • 
Miss  Xina  Reed.  Room  II:  Mrs.  Albert  Yount.  Room  III:  Mrs.  Charle;  Haw- 
kin;.  Room  \\  :  Mr;.  Ada  WilKams.  seventh  grade,  and  Mrs.  Lucy  Herr. 
eighth  grade.  These  teachers  are  not  paid  for  their  services,  but  they  come 
to  the  school  each  Wednesday  morning  and  give  a  half  hour  of  their  time 
grati;. 

The  \Ve;trainsLer  text;  were  selected  a;  being  the  be;t  available  for  the 
purpose.  Splendid  cooperation  was  shov\-n  by  the  parents  in  purchasing  these 
books  for  the  children.     A  collection  was  taken  up  at  each   of  the   Snr.day 
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Schools  to  provide  books  for  those  who  were  unalile  to  buy  them. 

In  addition  to  thus  planning  the  work,  the  Council  has  charge  of  all 
examinations  and  makes  the  ijuestions  for  the  same.  The  grades  are  re- 
ported to  the  parents  and  are  placed  on  permanent  record  the  same  as  the 
other  schotil  grades. 

The  result  of  this  year's  work  has  l^een  highh'  gratifying  and  the  Mul- 
berry Public  SchnL>l  ma}'  justly  be  proud  of  this  accomplishment,  for  there 
are  \'ery  few  pulilic  schools  in  the  state  which  offer  a  course  in  Bible  Study 
to  all  the  grades.  Xumernus  inquiries  recei\ed  indicate  more  than  a  local 
interest  in  the  work  and  it  is  prolialile  that  other  schouls  will  soon  be  offering 
similar  courses. 

The  success  of  the  experiment  has  been  due  to  the  local  ministers,  who 
took  the  initiati\e  in  the  work;  to  Mr.  Weidner,  who  as  trustee,  supported 
the  plan  ;  to  the  special  teachers  who  donated  their  time  to  the  cause,  and  to  the 
regular  teachers,  w  ho  ga\'e  a  place  on  the  daily  program  for  such  study.

Lizzie,  our  adopted  daughter,  our  iinl\-  source  of  pleasure,  lives  as  most 
girls  of  her  age.  in  a  little  house  of  her  own  in  the  corner  of  the  yard.  Had 
she  in  her  early  days  displayed  some  of  the  characteristics  of  her  younger 
sisters,  she  probably  would  now  live  nearer  the  house,  if  not  sleep  and  eat 
right  under  the  same  roof  \\'ith  us.

Among  them  were  Bill  Packard,  Harry  Stutz,  Jim 
Cadillac,  and  Dodge  brothers.  They  sure  took  her  eye  and  she  began  at  once 
to  show  her  flapper  tendencies  b}-  trying  to  flirt  with  them.  In  her  excite- 
ment she  hissed  and  stuttered  while  the  powder  and  paint  from  her  over- 
heated face  became  plainly  visible.  She  dropped  her  vanity  case,  and  her 
inflated  heels  lowered  as  she  shimmied  among  them  in  great  confusion. 
Her  friends  stood  like  petrified  oaks  as  she  shook  her  bobbed  and  irregular 
mohair  in  their  faces. 

Finally   I   got  her  by,   but   dared   not   repro^•e   her  for  fear  of  irritating 
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her.  She  has  such  an  awful  temper  and  quickl}-  ^varms  up  at  trifles.  Not 
long  ago  while  on  a  vacation  trip  she  broke  her  fan,  which  she  always  car- 
ries with  her.

Some  people  worry  a  lot  al^out  the  young  people  of  today,  saving  that 
they  are  going  to  the  dogs;  that  they  smoke,  dance,  and  think  ui  nothing  but 
a  good  time;  that  they  are  always  going  to  a  show  or  some  other  place  of 
amusement,  Init  never  think  of  going  to  church;  that  they  won't  work,  but 
play  most  of  the  time  even  in  school. 

Now  the  young  people  of  the  present  are  probably  no  worse  than  boj's 
and  girls  fifty  years  ago.  The  people  who  are  always  finding  fault  with  pres- 
ent young  people  hardly  ever  think  of  what  they  did  when  they  were  young. 
They  forget  the  pranks  that  they  used  to  play;  the  initials  that  they  carved 
on  the  seats  at  school ;  their  behavior  in  church  ;  the  way  they  chewed  toliacco 
and  spat  on  the  floor  or  on  the  stove;  the  fights  they  had  over  nothing;

Their 
amusements  are  Iietter  than  they  used  to  lie.  Instead  of  so  manv  jiarties  with 
the  "Needles  Eye".  "Tap",  and  (jther  kissing  games,  now  there  are  basket- 
ball and  the  mo^•ies,  where  the  did  and  the  young  meet  in  puldic  entertain- 
mnt.    These  and  the  public  liljrary  take  the  place  of  the  old-fashioned  saloon. 

The  modern  dances  are  certainly  no  worse  than  the  old  dances  accom- 
panied by  booze  and  usually  ending  in  a  fight. 

The  youth  toda}-  have  better  manners  than  e^■er  before.  One  seldom  sees 
young  men  fight  or  take  pride  in  their  ability  to  abuse  and  swear.     One  can 
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see  a  great  difference  in  the  behavior  at  church.  They  no  longer  sul)stitute 
for  sacred  hymns  such  parodies  as  "Have  I  a  Shoulder  of  a  Hoss,  a  Quarter 
of  a  Ram"  or  "The  Calf  Has  Never  Yet  Been  Sold."  This  was  once  a  com- 
mon practice  of  boys  at  church.  Ministers  no  longer  find  it  necessary  to  re- 
prove young  men  and  women  for  disturbing  church  services. 

There  is  also  great  improvement  in  conduct  at  school.  Pupils  now  sel- 
dom throw  paper  wads,  carve  initials,  spit  on  floor  and  walls,  or  fight  among 
themselves  or  with  the  teachers.  The  fly  leaves  of  the  text  books  are  no 
longer  filled  with  such   \  erse  as: 

"Roses  are  red, 
\'iolets  are  blue. 
Sugar  is  sweet, 
So  are  you." 

"Sure  as  the  vine  grows  round  the  stump. 
You  are  my  little  sugar  lump." 

"If  you  love  me  as  I  love  you. 
No  knife  can  cut  our  lo^'e  in  two." 

Such  pranks  as  are  now  played  at  Halloween  were  once  much  more  com- 
mon. Tick-tacking,  stopping  up  chimneys,  piling  trash  on  porches,  calling 
people  out  of  l)ed  at  night,  and  tearing  up  water-melrm  patches  were  once 
cjuite  generally   practiced   bv   \i)ung  men. 

Of  course  our  young  people  are  not  perfect;  but  if  the  good  fathers  and 
mothers  could  only  remember  the  shortcomings  of  their  own  vouth,  young 
people  today  would  ajipear  in  a  more  favorable  light.

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Physical  Training 


This  is  the  first  year  that  the  school  has  given  physical  training  to 
boys  and  girls.  The  work  foUuws  rather  closely  the  course  outlined  liy 
the  State  Department  and  is  gi^•en  either  on  the  playground  or  in  the  old 
furniture  buihling.  iMiss  \\'eidner  has  charge  of  the  work  for  the  girls  and 
]\Ir.   Ritenciur  directs  the  boys. 

The  course  for  the  Junior  High  School  girls  consists  of  calesthenics  and 
the  regular  physical  culture  exercises,  while  the  High  School  girls  have  folk 
dancing  with  some  calesthenics.  The  A'ictmla  plays  an  important  jiart  in 
these  exercises  as  each  girl  must  keep  time  tn  the  music. 

The  girls  wear  regular  "gym"  suits  consisting  of  liloomers.  white  mid- 
dles, and  black  ties.  They  greatly  enjoy  the  work  anfl  plan  to  gi\e  a  jniblic 
demonstration  of  the  exercises  the  last  da}'  of  school  if  the  weather  is  suitable. 

The  work  for  the  bo\s  consists  of  calesthenics  and  games.  The  former 
is  for  the  iiurpose  of  developing  all  the  muscles  of  the  Ixxly.  while  the  latter 
adds  an  element  of  pleasure  to  the  work.  So  far  it  has  been  gi\en  only  to 
the  seventh  and  the  eighth  grade  boys  in  order  to  meet  the  re(|uirements 
for  a  commission  on  the  six-six  plan. 

The  State  iiutline  pro\ides  for  an  exten,->i\e  course  extending  through- 
out the  entire  school  planned  to  ser\'e  the  following  purposes: 

1.  To   alleviate   mental   strain. 

2.  To   relie\'e   the   tension   of   long  sessions    in   usually   uncomfortable 

school  furniture  and   in>ufficiently   \'entilated  rooms. 

3.  To  produce  good  posture  and  correct  carriage  of  the  body. 

4.  To  counteract  the  faultv  j)ostures  assumed   in   many  of  the  school 

activities. 

5.  To   satisfy   the   urgent    demand   of   ever}-   health}-   Ixjy   and   girl   for 

muscular  mo\ement  or  actiAity. 

6.  To  insure  health  and  normal  growth. 

7.  To  de\-elop  strength  and  tjrganic  vigcjr. 

8.  To  establish  the  habit  of  daih-  exercise. 

9.  To  strengthen  the  will  power  and  teach  alertness. 

10.  To  cultivate  self  ci.mtrol.  self  denial,  and  lo}-alt}'  to  team  and  class- 
mates. 

The  work  here  has  been  eagerly  received  by  the  students.  Xext  year 
an  effort  will  be  made  to  give  more  time  to  it  and  extend  it  to  more  of  the 
students.

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Agriculture 


Agriculture  iu  the  high  schciol  is  limited  tii  one  year.  This  necessitates 
a  somewhat  general  course  consisting  of  the  main  points  formerly  given 
more  extensively  in  a  two  years  course.  Each  nmnth  oi  the  schudl  }'ear  is  de- 
voted to  a  different  type  of  work. 

September  was  spent  in  studying  wheat  sowing,  and  the  selection  and 
care  of  seed  corn.  Field  work  in  the  estimation  of  acre  yield  was  touched 
upon. 

October's  work  was  with  soils.  Temperature  under  different  Cduditions 
of  slope,  color,  moisture,  and  depth  \vas  considered.  During  this  month 
soils  were  also  tested  for  absorption,  capillary  action,  acid,  and  nitrogen. 
Problems  in  mixing  of  fertilizers  were  studied. 

In  November  and  December  the  \\ork  turned  to  animal  husbandr}-. 
Horses  and  cattle  were  the  main  animals  studied  at  this  time.  The  class 
went  on  several  trips  to  judge  different  types  of  horses  and  cattle.  The  class 
also  went  on  a  trip  to  Purdue  University  where  they  studied  animals  of  the 
same  breeds  but  under  different  conditions.  Here  they  visited  the  stock 
barns  and  studied  the  care  of  the  animals.  The  latter  part  of  December  was 
spent  in  the  testing  of  milk  and  cream. 

January  was  spent  in  studying  hogs  and  sheep.  The  main  breeds  of 
these  animals  were  taken  up  and  studied  as  to  class,  country  where  they 
originated,  and  the  main  parts  of  the  animals.  Model  hog  houses  were  de- 
signed and  built  during  this  month. 

Foods  for  certain  animals  were  studied  during  Feljruary.  Attention  was 
given  to  the  amounts  of  certain  foods  required  by  the  animal  body,  and  prob- 
lems were  worked  to  determine  correct  rations  for  farm  animals.  Forage 
crops  were  considered  as  to  their  special  uses  and  proper  time  of  feeding. 

March  was  the  inonth  for  the  study  t)f  crop  rotation,  treatment  of  seed 
oats,  and  a  rather  extensive  stud}'  of  the  corn  ear. 

A])ril  was  spent  in  studying  poultry  Ijreeds,  care,  housing,  and  feeding. 
Egg  candling,  preservation,  and  inculcation  were  studies  in  full.  Model 
poultry  houses  were  constructed  and  together  with  the  hog  houses  were 
placed  on  exhibition  at  the  close  of  school. 

Although  only  one  year  is  spent  in  the  study  of  agriculture,  it  is  ^  ery 
helpful  to  the  high  school  boy  or  girl.  This  is  especiall}-  true  for  those  who 
are  planning  to  take  up  farming  as  their  life  work.

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Domestic  Science 


A  carefully  iilaiined  cour.se  was  given  td  the  girls  uf  the  seventh,  eighth, 
and  ninth  year  classes. 

The  seventh  grade  did  some  cooking  and  studied  from  the  adopted  text. 

The  eighth  grade  used  the  laboratory  method  in  studying  recipes,  food 
values,  and  the  underlying  principles  of  cooking. 

During  the  first  semester  the  Freshmen  girls  studied  cooking  and  j^re- 
pared  their  own  lunches  each  day.  Most  of  the  material  \vas  furnished  by 
the  girls  themseKes.  My  this  metlmd  they  learned  the  proper  food  ratinn  m 
addition  to  getting  experience  in  cooking  and  serving.  In  November  this 
class  served  a  three-course  Thanksgiving  dinner  to  the  Seniors.  h'ruit 
ctjcktail  constituted  the  first  course.  The  second  course  consisted  of  turkey, 
gravy,  cranberry  ice,  mashed  potatoes,  sweet  potatoes,  and  Parker  House 
rolls.     The  last  course  included  fruit  salad  and  angel  food  cake. 

The  last  semester  \\-as  devoted  to  sewing  and  reed  work.  The  se\  enth 
grade  girls  took  up  light  work  in  se\\ing,  learning  how  to  make  the  different 
kinds  of  stitches,  and  how  to  finish  seams.     They  also  did  some  fancy  work. 

The  eighth  grade  girls  A\ere  given  plain  sewing.  They  made  a  few 
small  articles  and  studied  patterns,  econtjmical  methods  of  cutting  gDods,  and 
the  ]>rincij)les  of  design.     They  too  did  some  fancy  work. 
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The  Freshmen  girls  were  taught  plain  sewing.  princi])les  of  design,  and 
textiles  used  in  making  the  different  kinds  of  se\\'ing  materials.  In  connec- 
tion with  this,  they  made  a  visit  to  an  old-fashioned  carpet  loom  in  the  town. 
The  class  also  studied  reed  work  and.  with  the  help  of  the  manual  training 
lioys,  made  some  excellent  flimr  and  table  lamps.

Manual  Training 


The  manual  training  consists  of  lour  types  of  work,  mechanical  draw- 
ing, shop  work,  lathe  work,  and  finishing. 

In  the  mechanical  draAxing  the  pupil  <lra\\s  the  ol))ect  that  he  is  .going  to 
make.  This  serves  as  a  guide  to  work  hy  and  gives  the  ])U])il  an  idea  of  what 
he  is  to  do. 

In  the  shop  the  seventh  grade  hoys  make  imly  small  articles  and  learn 
to  handle  and  sharpen  tools.     The}'  are  taught  a   little  about   facing  pieces. 

The  work  of  the  eighth  grade  is  a  little  more  adxanced.  In  this  class 
the  lioys.  in  addition  to  making  articles,  are  taught  ho\v  to  finish  and  Imw 
to   compute   the   cost   of   the    material    used. 

The  Freshmen  are  allowed  more  freedom  in  the  choice  of  their  work. 
They  select  the  articles  that  the}'  \\  i>h  to  make  and  place  more  emphasis 
on  th  finishing. 

The  lathe  was  added  to  the  etpiiiJUient  last  }ear.  It  is  used  1)}  the  sev- 
enth grade  chiefly  to  learn  the  use  of  the  tools.  The  other  classes  ha\e  made 
a  number  of  articles  including  pedestals,  goblets,  bases  for  lani|)>,  etc. 

The  stains  usually  used  in  the  finishing  department  are  walnut,  mahog- 
any, light  and  dark  oak,  and  natural  finish.  P>oth  sand  and  jiaste  fillers  are 
used.      The  students  have  their  choice  of  i.arnish  or  shellac  in  finishing. 

At  the  close  of  the  school  year  an  exhibit  of  all  the  work  is  held  so  that 
the  public  can  see  what  has  been  done. 

The  whole  course  is  planned  to  gi\e  the  pupil  l>oth  manual  and  mental 
training  while  teaching  him  the  proper  care  and  use  ol  tools.

.some  of  my  expeiiences.  I  came 
here  with  several  other  mission- 
aries and  went  directly  to  the 
mission  where  we  belong.  When 
we  Hrst  arrived  I  felt  very  near- 
ly like  backing'  out  and  going 
back  home,  for  it  sure  "was  a  for- 
lorn looking  countrj-.  When  I 
saw  the  people  I  thought  '■Well, 
Good  Night:'  They  were  the 
ivind  that  you  read  about, 
wild,  black  and  dirty  and  very 
few  of  them  could  speak  any 
English,  just  those  who  had  at- 
tended the  mission  schools  Af- 
ter 1  had  been  here  a  fe'w  weeks 
I  became  more  adapted  to  the 
place  and  did  not  I'nind  it  so 
much.  As  1  said  before,  we  "v\-ere 
sent  directly  to  the  missions 
where  we  were  to  take  charge. 
In  this  one  there  were  about 
sixtj'  children  altog'ether,  some 
of  them  barely  old  enough  to 
talk  and  others  twenty  to  twen- 
ty-fi^'e  years  old  but  still  could 
not  speak  a  single  English  word. 
Our  task  was  indeed  a  very  hard 
one,  but  we  set  light  to  work 
and  our  efforts  do  not  seem  to 
have  been  entii-elj'  fruitless  for 
ill  now  speak  English  fairly  well 
and  try  to  do  all  that  we  ask 
them  to  do.  They  also  seem  to 
like  us  very  much,  indeed  they 
seem  almost  to  "worship  us,  look- 


ing upon  tis  as  some  divine  guide 
or  something.  Well.  I  must  get 
back  to  work.  "V^'ill  contribute 
other    articles    soon.

Some  time  ago  the  Pathfinder  pubhshed  a  letter  from  the  school  board 
of  an  Ohio  town  showing  the  opinion  of  a  century  ago.  The  letter  dated 
1826  reads  as  follows  : 

"You  are  welcome  to  the  school  house  to  debate  all  proper  questions  in, 
but  such  things  as  railroads  and  telephones  are  impossibilities  and  rank 
infidelity;  there  is  nothing  in  the  word  of  God  about  them.  If  God  designed 
that  his  intelligent  creatures  should  travel  at  the  frightful  speed  of  15  miles 
an  hour.  He  would  have  clearly  foretold  it- through  His  holy  prophets.  It 
is  a  device  of  Satan  to  lead  immortal  souls  down  to  hell." 


There  was  no  lack  of  Puritanism  in  the  songs  then  used  in  school.  In 
Fisher's  Youths'  Primer  of  1817  is  found  the  following  song: 

"I  in  the  burying  place  may  see 
■    ■  Graves  shorter  there  than  I. 

From  death's  arrest  no  age  is  free, 

Young  children  too  may  die. 
My  God,  may  such  an  awful  sight 

Awakening  be  to  me  ! 
Oh  that  by  early  grace  I  might 

For  death  prepared  be." 

The  teaching  in  the  public  schools  has  often  been  a  target  for  public 
criticism.  For  a  long  time  the  schools  were  considered  ungodly  if  they 
taught  that  the  earth  is  round.  The  story  is  told  of  an  early  teacher  who 
applied  to  a  school  board  for  a  job  and  was  asked  what  he  taught  concerning 
the  shape  of  the  earth.  He  made  himself  safe  by  saying  that  In-  was  able  to 
teach  either  the  flat  system  or  the  round  system.
